Gandhi failing to obtain his de­ 
mands at the round table confer­ 
ence in London, the Indian nation­ 
al congress is ready to make prob­ 
ably its most desperate fight for 
India’s emancipation. 
It is possible that the actual bat­ 
tle will be delayed until the nation­ 
al congress has met in March, al­ 
though 
the more militant leaders 
ale demanding immediate action on 
a program 
likely to 
include new' 
methods of attack. 
Nationalist leaders here say the 
fight this time will be much more 
bitter and on a far wider scale than 
the last campaign. There will 
be 
no lack of funds, they say, to en­ 
able the rebels to "starve out” the 
British. 
The fight will be prosecuted upon 
a non-violence basis, as heretofore. 
It is believed Mahatma Gandhi may 
find it difficult to control the young 
revolutionary element in the coun­ 
try. 
No Britisher Safe 
Already the young firebrands have 
resorted to assassination of British 
officials and the derailing of trains. 
Under a campaign of violence, if 
one were waged, nationalist leaders 
fear that no Britisher, whether in 
the army, 
government 
or private 
life, would be safe. 
A 
call 
would 
be 
promulgated 
throughout the nation, they say. in­ 
structing all patriotic and loyal In­ 
dians to boycott the British. This 
would mean, it was explained, a na­ 
tion-wide strike by all Indians em ­ 
ployed in the government, on the 
railroads, In the post offices, tele­ 
graph offices, street-car lines and 
every other department of govern­ 
ment activity. 
A walk-out. it was 
pointed out, might include hundreds 
of thousands of Indians employed 
as servants in the homes of British­ 
ers. 
Could Paralyze Life 
The 
nationalists 
could paralyze 
the official and commercial life of 
the country. Britishers would 
be 
obliged, the nationalist leaders say. 
to rely upon their own limited num­ 
bers to run the affairs of the vast 
Indian Empire, which soon would 
result in a breakdown of the coun­ 
try's activities.

New York. Dec. 30 (AP).—The in­ 
side story of the long struggle to 
bring intercollegiate athletics at the 
University of Pennsylvania under 
faculty 
control, 
culminating 
last 
year in the so-called "Gates plan," 
was told Tuesday by R. Tait Mc­ 
Kenzie, nationally known sculptor 
arni former director of physical edu­ 
cation at the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
Addressing the Society of Direc­ 
tors of Physical Education in Col­ 
leges, Doctor McKenzie traced the 
course of the conflict between him­ 
self and the old athletic council, 
composed of alumni, students and 
faculty, which finally led to the pro­ 
nouncement of Thomas S. Gates, 
university president, putting ath­ 
letics under direct faculty control. 
There had been friction before 
but it was really in 1920 when "be­ 
bait the era of inflation in which we 
shared,” that the interests of Doc­ 
tor McKenzie, who wanted to see 
the general physical condition of all 
a winning football team. 
About 1925 an ambitious building 
program was inaugurated, Doctor 
McKenzie related, involving an ex­

Taxes Must Be Curtailed 


By EDWARD MARTIN 
State Treasurer of Pennsylvania 
(For The Associated Press) 


As we come to the new year there is one thought which. I 
think, must impress itself upon everyone observing the course of 
public business, and that is the necessity of relieving the burden 
of the tax-payer, particularly the man who owns his own home and 
not much else. 
Cost of government is mounting and we are con­ 
fronted with the proposition of either cutting it down or increasing 
taxes. 
Increase In spending 
The state treasury, having a complete record of all taxes col­ 
lected from every source, realises tire great falling off of all revenue 
and as the treasury is the final audit of all payments we naturally 
appreciate the tremendous increase in public expenditures. The 
biennium ended May 31, 1931. showed an unencumbered balance 
of about thirty-five million dollars. The tax collections so far in 
1931 indicate that at the regular session of the 1931 legislature 
there was appropriated and the governor approved ail this Unen­ 
cumbered surplus. 
From these facts the conclusion is easily 
reached that in the future taxes must be greatly Increased or ex­ 
penditures curtailed. 
Three-fourths of Pennsylvania’s state taxes are used for edu­ 
cation, welfare, health and roads. 
In twenty years the total ex­ 
penditures for these purposes increased nearly 300 per cent while 
our population in the same period grew but 25 per cent. 
During 
this time taxes also advanced in cities, counties, boroughs and 
townships. 
Increased Demand 
The reason for thew highly increased expenditures is the de­ 
mand of the people. 
Not only in welfare, health, roads and edu­ 
cation but in every department of the state government those ad­ 
vocating these various services were wrell organized and made their 
demands felt upon the legislature, the executives and those in con­ 
trol of the various political subdivisions of the commonwealth, 
In addition to heavy increases in taxes bond issues have been ap­ 
proved by the various cities, counties, borough and townships, and 
many (rf these political subdivisons are actually forced to borrow 
money for th e payment of interest. The unfortunate part of this 
situation is that much oi this burden falls upon the small Ptop­ 
er t.v holder who is in the poorest condition to pay. 
My conclusion from the iacts at hand is that the problem of 
taxation has become so serious that no man should be elected to 
office, regardless of how' humble, unless pledged to a program In

Depression Hits State Funds 


By DR, CLYDE L. KING 
Secretary of Revenue for Pennsylvania 
(For The Associated Press! 


The collections (or the general fund for the calendar year 
1931 are about $7,000,000 below the estimates lur th at calendar year. 
We believe, however, th a t the collections in the next six months 
may bring the total of collections in this fiscal year about up to 
the estimate of collections for the fiscal year ending June 30, next. 
Our present collections indicate clearly th at the income for 
the fiscal year starting June 30, 1932, will be m aterially below those 
estimated because of the marked decline in stock and bonds in the 
last few months. 
Registrations Behind 
Registrations of motor vehicles are running behind those of 
a year ago. For the calendar year 1931, registrations are three per 
cent below those of the calendar year 1930 and, from present indi­ 
cations, the motor license receipts for the calendar year 1932 will 
be materially below those of the calendar year 1931. The decline 
In receipts from registrations has thus far at least been about 
equalled by the increase in gasoline tax collections. 
For eleven m onths on the whole the departm ent has averaged 
an Increase of 19.8 per cent in gallonage of gasoline taxes. This 
has been due to putting competent adm inistration where there was 
formerly incompetent administration. 
We are getting about the 
same percentage of increase in other taxes where the same degree 
of incompetency and corruption prevailed heretofore. One of the 
factors making for more efficient collection of gasoline taxes has 
been the border patrol. 
Border Patrol 
The forty men are paid by the liquid fuels tax bureau and 
are employed in addition to the regular highway patrol. The men 
of this border patrol have been trained in the highway patrol 
school and have taken the oath of the highway patrol although 
they are not paid by the highway patrol bureau. The reason for 
this is when patrolling to prevent gasoline bootlegging, these young 
men can also do quite effective highway patrolling in all other m at­ 
ters affecting safety on the highways. 
In four months the border patrol lias patrolled 222,067 miles 
and has made many im portant reports to the departm ent effecting 
gasoline collections, and has also made 248 arrests for violations 
of the statutes pertaining to safety on the highways, exclusive 
of their duties as border patrolmen. The border patrol on the 
Delaware river has definitely plugged bootlegging in Philadelphia.
